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Chicago losing population, 
could be overtaken by 
Houston as 3rd-largest city

Chicago, the only city among the nation’s 20 
largest to see population loss in 2015, could 
be overtaken in a decade by Houston as the 
third-most-populous city if the trend contin- 
ues, experts said. 

The city of Chicago lost about 2,890 resi- 
dents between 2014 and 2015, bringing the 
city’s population down to 2,720,546, according 
to newly released data from the U.S. Census 
Bureau. Numbers made available in March 
showed the greater Chicago area, which in- 
cludes the city and suburbs and extends into 
Wisconsin and Indiana, lost an estimated 
6,263 residents — the greatest loss of any met- 
ropolitan area in the country 

Chicago’s population decline is largely a 
product of residents fleeing both the city and 
state. The Tribune in March surveyed dozens 
of former residents who’ve left within the last 
five years, and each offered a list of reasons 
for leaving: high taxes, the state budget stale- 
mate, crime, the unemployment rate and the 
weather. 


Black residents have been among those 
calling it quits on their hometown. Propel- 
ling black flight is the search for safe neigh- 
borhoods and prosperity, with many Afri- 
can-Americans heading to the suburbs and 
warm-weather states. Chicago lost 181,000 
black residents between 2000 and 2010, ac- 
cording to census data. 

The population decline in the Chicago 
metropolitan area is the first since at least 
1990, according to census data. 

Meanwhile, the nation’s fourth-most-pop- 
ulated city Houston, saw the second-largest 
increase among major cities, gaining 40,032 
residents between 2014 and 2015. While 
Houston’s population, about 2.3 million, is 
still about 424,000 residents behind Chi- 
cago, experts say that if the trends continue, 
Houston could eclipse Chicago’s population 
in about 10 years. 

The populations of major cities will always 
fluctuate, said University of Chicago econo- 
mist Allen Sanderson. He noted that a centu- 
ry ago. New York, Philadelphia and Chicago 
were among the country’s 10 largest cities and 
that they are the only ones that remain on 
that list today 

Experts say the main factors in Chicago’s 
population dip are the exodus of African-

Americans and the aging of the Mexican im- 
migrant population. 

Liz Schuh, principal policy analyst with the 
Chicago Metropolitan Agency for Planning, 
said that while the population decline is small, 
it’s concerning. She said the numbers reflect 
the region’s economy which is being affected 
by the Illinois budget stalemate. The impasse 
in Springfield could scare off businesses look- 
ing to invest in Chicago. 

Chicago also has been slow to recover from 
the recession, and when areas aren’t expe- 
riencing job growth, people are hesitant to 
move there, she said. 


Shawn Delk, a 42-year-old chiropractor 
who lived in Chicago for more than 12 years, 
moved to Houston in February after spending 
two years wrestling with the idea of leaving 
the city he grew to love. 

He has a long list of reasons for leaving: 
rising rent prices, crumbling infrastructure, 
parking rules and tickets that take a bite out 
of the wallet, and high taxes. 

What made Delk seriously consider leav- 
ing Chicago, however, was that he believed 
crime was escalating. Delk had never felt 
hesitant about leaving his Ukrainian Village 
home late at night, but he felt more and more 
unsafe walking around the neighborhood on 
his own. 

“No one was on their patios at night just 
talking anymore,” he said. 

His friends have noticed the increased 
crime as well. Delk counted 16 friends who’ve 
left Chicago for either the suburbs or Sun Belt 
states in the last three years. 

“Chicago will always be a home to me. And 
all of my friends who’ve left say the same 
thing. The electricity of the city in the sum- 
mer is amazing, the soul of the city is within 
Chicagoans,” he said. “But there comes a 
point where problems begin to grow so large 
that you can’t ignore them anymore.”

Too bad college freshman Shelby (Chloe Grace 
Moretz) is leading the charge in creating a sorority that 
can actually throw its own parties. “No, this is an actual 
real thing,” Selena Gomez says in a cameo as a sorority 
president. (Sororities can’t throw parties, in case you 
forgot.) So “Neighbors 2” gets up on a feminist soapbox, 
and Shelby and her friends move in next door to Mac 
and Kelly just in time to mess up their sale with raucous 
but feminist parties (dressed up as Hillary and Oprah, 
obviously). 

“What’s wrong with frat parties?” asks Teddy (Zac 
Efron), whose life is stalling as all his frat brothers move 
on. When the girls point out that they’re sexist and 
it dawns on Teddy that the themes “pimps and hoes,” 
“CEOs and business hoes” and “Boise boys and Idahos” 
weren’t very evolved, he offers to help them run their 
new house. It helps that he knows how to wage war 


Director Nicholas Stoller has a hard 
time stretching the material to fill 
92 minutes. “Neighbors 2” takes the 
I themes of the original— friendship, 
growing up, what it means to be an 
adult— but plays with them in less 
compelling ways. It doesn’t help that its 


when sexist behavior toward the girls’ ap- 
pearances is played for laughs. Similarly, Kelly and Mac 
are sometimes casually racist out of nowhere, as if that 
adds comedic value to the movie. 

It’s also a shame that “Neighbors 2” invests so much 
in stupid gags like people being launched into walls 
or through windshields when its best moments are in 
clever dialogue about grappling with adulthood. Mac 
tries to teach Teddy how to hard-boil eggs. “Don’t put 
the eggs in there,” Teddy says of the boiling water. “It’ll 
melt them.” 

Efron is constantly a delight, stealing every scene he’s 
in with perfect delivery There are plenty of laughs in 
“Neighbors 2,” and they’re almost all owed to him. This 
sequel might have been better off showing Mac and 
Kelly teaching him how to complete basic household 
chores for an hour and a half.

Certainly, these 
two could have 
exchanged witty 
banter in modern- 
day Los Angeles. 

Is it to see them 
don tropical-print 
shirts, stonewashed denim or, in Gosling’s 
case, ridiculous facial hair? That’s an added 
bonus, but there’s more to it. 

The movie starts with the opening bars of 
“Papa Was a Rolling Stone,” suggesting that 
“The Nice Guys” will be both funky and 
fun, not unlike the ’70s. From start to finish, 
the movie delivers on that promise— it is 
tremendously fun. Strong physical comedy 
great timing, winning dialogue and off- 


the-charts chemistry all make “The Nice 
Guys” a hilarious ride. But it’s all tinged by 
an undercurrent of cynicism— a sense of 
uselessness and skepticism— that feels at 
home in the ’70s, a decade that was fabulous 
but also kind of gross. 

Jack Healy (Crowe) beats up people for 
money, and Holland March (Gosling) is a 
private detective who has trouble stay- 
ing sober since his wife died. By chance, 
they both get roped into looking for a girl 
named Amelia (Margaret Qualley) and 
form a constantly bickering partnership. 
Along for the ride — sometimes because she 
sneaks into the trunk— is March’s 13 -year- 
old daughter. Holly (Angourie Rice). 

Holly swears and calls her dad out on 
being a bad person and drives him around 
when he’s drunk. Most of the time, she’s 
a biting third point to the triangle, but 
perhaps because she’s a child, the movie 
feels the need to instill a moral sense of 
right and wrong in her that doesn’t really 


jell with the rest of the film’s tone. This 
quibble aside, it’s refreshing to see a movie 
kid who avoids being annoying. 

Gosling is fully committed to March’s 
incompetence, but he also shoots off 
perfectly timed smart-aleck remarks as he 
bumbles around. He’s two shows for the 
price of one, but that incompetence pres- 
ents what could be a believability problem. 
How are we supposed to buy Healy and 
March as an effective team? At one point, 
something they’re looking for literally falls 
from the sky and onto their car. 

But that’s “The Nice Guys” being cute— 
the movie isn’t about two guys buckling 
down and accomplishing something big. 
It’s way too jaded for that. Growth is there 
but minimal, and the tightly written script 
avoids a gooey middle and a sweet ending 
in favor of something harder and smarter. 
Comedies sometimes lose the laughter in 
the final act to tie things up, but “The Nice 
Guys” keeps things sharp till the end.

What*s old is new, weird 
and good in The Lobster* 


In the functionally 
dystopian world of 
“The Lobster,” single 
people are cordoned 
off into an elegant ho- 
tel and given 45 days 
to find a mate. If they 
fail, they get turned 
into animals. 

This is the plot of 
the movie, and you 
just have to go with it. 
Colin Farrell, 
unofficial king of the Irish sleazy bad-boy 
aesthetic, is transformed as pudgy sad sack 
David, whose wife has left him for another 
man. He arrives at the hotel and says that, if 
unsuccessful, he would like to be a lobster, 
a choice made by virtue of their longevity 
aquatic lifestyle and blue blood. 

“Like an aristocrat,” he says, shifting around 
uncomfortably in a pastel sweater and scratch- 
ing at a voluminous mustache. This quintes- 
sentially pathetic single guy uniform is worn 
by every other man in the hotel; women wear 
the same floaty sundress. 

Outside the grounds of the hotel. The 
Loners, a band of escaped single people, live 
equally stringent lives, forbidden to flirt or 
fall in love with one another. The hotel singles 
are sent out on hunts every weekend to shoot 
Loners with tranquilizer guns, which earns 
them extra time to find a partner. After a grue- 
some run-in with a sadistic potential mate, 
David spirits himself away into the woods 


to go live the life of a loner, where he meets 
a woman (Rachel ^)Chisz). %u better believe 
that some highly forbidden romance follows. 

In fact, the whole movie has that quality— 
it inhabits weU-worn tropes with fuU-bodied, 
unabashed satire. Stylistically it sort of feels 
like the dark shadow of every quirky indie 
movie made in the past 15 years. Violent hunt 
scenes are set to charmingly warbled Italian 
love ballads. Shots are lush, focused and dead- 
steady The acting even has that droll and 
intensely monotonous style favored by child 
actors in Wes Anderson movies. 

But all that does work to make a point, of 
course. Throughout the course of the film, 
one question feels pervasively present: What 
does it mean to actually be in love? 

It’s a trite concept gone about in an un-trite 
manner, which makes for genuinely inter- 
esting social commentary The couples, for 
example, are required to share some sort of 
defining superficial characteristic— a limp, a 
good singing voice, shortsightedness— before 
they may be considered “well-suited.” The 
concept of marketing key traits in the hopes 
of reeling in a matching partner ... in our dat- 
ing app-obsessed culture, that maybe not so 
foreign after all. 

Loneliness is all-encompassing and human 
desperation can be disturbing: We’ve seen 
these ideas before. It just so happens that 
“The Lobster” lets them play out in the weird- 
est cinematic thought experiment imaginable. 
And thus, somehow, they become new again.
